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LORD PALMERSTON'8 "EIGHTIETH BIRTHDAY. 


Ox the 20th of October, 1784, Henry John Temple, Viscount Pal- 
merston, now her Majesty's Firat Minister of State, was born at 
Broadlands, in the connty of Hants. Not since the year 1710, 
when Sidney, Lord Godolphin, was abruptly dismissed by Queen 
Anne, has а Prime Minister of England conducted the national 
affeirs at such an age аз that to which Lord Palmerston has at- 
tained. And it will not be amiss to cast а retrospective glance over 
the principel events in the history of the remarkable man who still 
presides over the destinies of the — 

When Lord Palmerston was born, Willism Pitt, then in the 25th 
[d of his age, had holden the premiership about twelve months. 

ок, his great political rival, was ten years older, and had been in 

liament fifteen years; Sheridan was thirty-three, and had been 
our years in the house; Burke was fifty-six, and had a parlia- 
mentary experience of eighteen years. Wilberforce, who was of 
the same age as Pitt, had formed one of the little band who, 
headed by Burke and Fox, had not ceased to condemn the policy 
which had led to the establishment of the American republio, then 
in the ninth year of its existence. William Cobbett, then just 
twenty-two, with little ides of future notoriety in the Political 
Register and in parliament, was doing duly aga corporal in the in- 
hospitable region of New Brunawick.

A LETTER from Berne, of the 15th inst, states that farther дааа 
have now been received concerning the attack прош tho Federal 
mails on Monte Oevere.

Tux despatches from New Zealand confirm the hopes entertained 
of an early end of the war. Though а telegram distinctly stated 
that the East Coast natives alone had submitted, yet their gub- 
mission was so complete, and so important as sn example and ва 
indication of Maori feeling, that we felt warranted in inferring the 
probable submission, at an early day, of the only tribes whose 
hostility was of momeni—those under the inflaence of Rewi and 
Thompson. The latter із в near neighbour of the Taurangs 
people. Ho is not а fanatic, but а man of sense and ability. 
Though his conduct fally entitled him to the epithet his old friend 
Mr. Fox beatowed upon him when he spoke of his '* double heart,” 
yet, as the war has gone against him—as his project of setting up 
an independent Maori kingdom had utterly failed, ho, as aman of 
sense, must have seen that it would be impolitic to continue 6 
hopeless struggle. General Cameron tells us it was expected that 
Thompton would be present at Tauranga, and would submit. 
That expectation was not fulfilled. None were present except tho 
leaders of the Tauranga tribes. But it ig reasonable to supe 
pose ihat Thompson waited to see how the Government would 
deal with natives who submitted unconditionally, before he 
placed himself in their hands. He was in в position of some em- 
berrassment, for he it was who, аё the commencement of the 
rebellion, notified publicly his intention of exterminating 
every European, sparing neither age nor sex. But as M ig 
unlikely that Thompson took any part in murders or шай- 
lations, and as murderers alone are excepted {:от the general par- 
don granted to all who submit, he has probably ere this given 
himself up. The extremely liberal terme granted to the Taurangs 
natives by the Colonial Government, through Sir George Grey, 
must have convinced the natives who follow Thompson, and that 
chief himself, that more was to be gained by prompt submission 
than prolonged resistance. Although, therefore, General Cameron 
on the 2nd of August expressed a fear that the meeting at Taurangs 
would not lead to general pacification, after attending the meeting 
himself he probably bad good ground for changing his opinion, for 
on the 7th of August he says there was reason to hope the liberal 
terms would induce other tribes to make their submission. 
аф — 

Noruine іп the English character more satonishes foreigners than 
the facility with which we become the victims of fraud and deceit. 
If we were a simple-minded, credulous people they could under- 
stand it; but being eminently practical, and having а reputation 
for а full share of common sense, the readiness with which we fall 
into the traps of the designing is to them most marvellous. Two 
cases which have occurred in our police-courts will afford them new 
occasion of wonder. А gentlemen named Fryer attended at West- 
minster Police-court to prefer a charge egainst & man named Harris, 
who had got into his house as “ thorough out-door servant" by 
means of a forged character. Но had advertised in the Times for а 
place, had been geen and conversed with by Mr. Fryer, whom he 
had satisfied as to his fitnesas, and whom he had referred to his 
“ former employer, Oaptain Charles Welles, of Llyston Hall, Brent- 
wood, Essex." A letter to that address was posted, snd s most 
satisfactory answer to it duly received, whereupon the engage- 
ment was completed. Harris went to his new situs- 
tion, and in а day or two proved himself в drunken 
vagabond. Is was not till then that it strack Mr. Fryer that it 
would be as well to ascertain whether the polite note with the 
Brentwood post-mark was genuine. He very soon found not only 
that it was a forgery, the work of a clique of Londen sharpers, but 
that there was по such person as Captain Oharles Welles, and no 
such place ag Llyston Hall, Brentwood. 18 certainly seems as if it 
would have been worth while to have obtained this iaformation, 
easily procurable, before engaging & person who would necessarily 
be entrusted with property, and, what was of fer more account 
than property, & person who must acquire 8 knowledge of his em- 
ріоуег'а ways, his goings out and his comings in, and have‘facili- 
ties for executing, if во disposed, the most violent designs. Two 
days before this case was disposed of, one more extraordinary came 
under the notice of the magistrate at the Greenwich Poliss-court. 
A young female adventurer, calling herself Mary Horsfgll, hsd 
succeeded by the aid of confederates in obtaining entrance es а 
pupil to а school of high class st Blackheath. She 
was introduced by respectable-lucking persons, а man 
and a woman, pretending to be Mr. ава Mra. Wilkins, 
of 2544, Oxford-strest, whe represented thet she was the 
niece of а well-known and estimable member of parliament, end 
that sho had already ад income of £400 s-year,and £800 in ox- 
peotanoy. Unfortunately this story was 400 readily believed, and 
the young woman became а parlour-boarder, in which ospacity she 
contrived to rob the iematea of the house of two diamond bracelete 
and severa rings, and to obtain without payment gold watches and 
guards from в tradesman of the locality. Inquiry, which was 
made too late, elicited the fact that the adventurer was well known 
io the London pawmbrokers that she had previously swindled 
tradesmen at Leeds, and that the confederates who bad introduced 
her did not reaide st the address they had given. It certainly 
appeera that in this өз ip the former cage the annoyance experienced, 
and the positive mischief inflicted, might have been easily avoided 
by the exercise of a very moderate energy of thought. Sometimes 
an ostablished routine, which ig found to answer in ninety-nine 
cases and only fails in the hundredth, excuses a certain appearance 
of laxity in the forms of business. But we cannot believe that it 
is the practice of respectable schools to take in pupils without in- 
quiry. In such cases as these two we must submit with patience 
io the oriticiem of the intelligent foreigner.

A RIFLE MARKER SHOT AT GRAVESEND. 


Он Monday afternoon, Mr. Bilder, coroner for the borough, resumed 
and concluded at the Town Hall, Gravesend, the inquiry relative to 
the death of Joseph Little, aged thirty-one years, а rifle marker, 
who was shot dead at the batts. + 

Lieut. Colonel Deshon, and numerous officers and non commis- 
sioned officers, were present daring the proc:edings. 

‘The evidence was to the effect that on Wednesdsy morning week, 
Oaptaia Stewart, instructor iu musketry to the Ко) al Marices, was 
»uperintending the firlug of а considerable body о! men at 600 aud 
900 yards ranger. While һө was absent at tue 900 yards range 
the firing at No. 2 range of the 600 yards distance was compleied, 
and the marker, Joseph Little, went oat, as did also Sergeant 
Mason, towards the target. Sergeant Mason wauted to compare 
the register of the shots with the target, and the deceased set about 
ploking up the ballets. Just at this moment а private named 

ob!e fired at No. 1 range, and the ball from his rifle passed close 
to Little's heart, killing him instantly. [t appeared as if Doble, 
who fired from the left shoulder, had mistaken No. 2 targot for his 
отп--а mistake which oftea occurred, and to prevent which it was 
the duty of Sergeant Instractor Harris to see to the dirootiou of Ша 
muzzle of the rifle; bu: in this рано case Цо was engaged in 
registering the shot of the soldier who had just fired. Sergeant 
Mason gave it as bis opinion that the batts were too near each oiher, 
and it appeared that accidents had previously occurred. 

Coroner: The targets are eighty yards apart; is that distance 
sufficient for safety ? 

Captain Stewart: Yes: I Мак the same mischief would сосаг 
if they had been forty yards farther apart. Eighty уагда is the 
minimum distance, accordinz to the regulations. The maximum 
distance is, I believe, ninety yards The distanoe is obunted, nct 
from the side of one target to another, but from centre to centre. 
I believe the actual үсе from target end to target end is greater 
than sixty yards. 1 know of no targets placed at а greater distance. 
There is danger if any one goes up to target No. 1 when firing has 
ceased there, if firing bə going oa at No. 2. Тһе mantleig are 
twenty-five yards from the targets, and about sixty yards from them 
are ricochet shields. 

By Colonel Deshon: Only two aocidents had occurred during 
two years and four months—one to a soldier and one to a volunteer. 
To prevent danger to human life, orders were issued that while 
filo-firing was going on at any range no one whatever was to leave 
the mantlets at adjoining ranges. File-friog was not, however, 
going om at the time of the accident. 

The Ooroner addressed Sergeant Mason, and asked him whether 
he was still of opinion that the targets were too near cach other. 

Serjeant Mason said that he now wished to withdraw that 


opinion. 

y Colonel Deshon: There would be no danger in picking up 
lead if the orders were attended to, for then all the man would stay 
in the mantlets till firing had ceased at all the targets. 

Lieut. Colonel Deshon deposed that if the regulations were ob- 
served, there was no danger in having the targets only eighty yards 
from centre to centre. Some targets were very much nearer. 

The Ooroner having summed up, 

The jury returned the following special verdict: “That the de- 
ceased was shot accidentally by в bullet from а rifle at а сөгізіп 
target; end the jury recommend that the official regulations be 
strictly carried out during target practice; and also that, in future, 
where possible two men should be employed with the firing 
parties, the one to register the shots and the other to superintend 
the aiming of the men. 

Colonel Deshon ssid that the recommendation of the men should 
be attended to. The officers were all most anxious to prevent the 
recurrence of such misfortunes.

REMARKABLE CASE OF WELSH OREDULITY. 
Ат the Monmouthshire Quarter Sessions, Гота Lowell was in- 


dicted for obtaining by false pretences the sam of £11 and various 
articles from Catherine Jones, the money and pro of her bue- 
band, Rees Jones, at Mynyddrollwyn, on the Ist of , 1864. 
There were several counte ta the indictment. The р coum- 
sel (Mr. Smythies) objected that they could not be united, and, after 
some argument, the learned chairman ruled that Mr. Somerset 
counsel for the prosecution) must make hie elec and he pre- 
erred to go upon the count for larceny. From the evidence of the 

rosecutor's daughter, Annie Jones, it appeared that her father, 
with whom she lives, resides at Cross Penmagn, near Blackwood. 


On the 29th of January the prisoner, а tra tinker, 
at the prosecutor's house for a job, and witness geve him 
While at work he noticed that Mrs. Jones, the mother, was ill 
bed, and inquired what was the matter, to which the daughter re- 
plied she had the asthma sud “rheumatiz,” whereupon the pri- 
soner said his wife was “а good hand аё those things,’ and offered 
to bring her to the house. Witness consented to test the Mag 
of the woman’s treatment, and in the evening ahe came 
saw the siok woman, the prisoner remainin 
while his wife attended to the invalid.

істей om the two following days, on each cecasion the 
women taking something away—a watch, tablealoth, bread 
and ohsege, and other articles. On the morning of the Ist of 
February tbe woman came, and /опевв daughter, by direction 
of her mother, gave her five sovereigns, which were to effect some 
mysterious purpose, wrapped іп a handkerohief by the “еп- 
chantress,” and given to the віск woman, to be by hor kept in close 
possession. While this was proceeding the prisoner called, lit his 
ipe, and remarked to the daughter that his “ wife was sure to oute 
bi mother's complaint” Іп the evening the woman paid another 
visit alone, end the process of the morning with five other sove- 
reigns was performed. Tne ten sovereigns were then care- 
fully wrapped іп а handkerchief, which was placed in a cupboard 
by the prisoner's wife, who locked the cupboard door, and by per- 
mission took the key away. Neither the prisoner nor his wife put 
іп апу further appearance at Oross Fenmaen. At the end of a 
week the cupboard was broken open, and there was the handker- 
chief, but instead of ten golden coins of the realm was found a like 
number of pieces of lesd. Informatioa was given to the police, 
who instituted inquiries, bat to no purpose until July, when the 
prisoner was apprehended in Raduorshire. The prosecutor knew 
nothing of the way in which his gold was being lated until 
the loss of the money was discovered, the prisoner's wife having 
enforced the strictest secrecy for the period of a week. Mr. Smythies 
addressed the jury for the prisoner in a very in speech, 
and the chairman summed up, remarking that it was quite clear the 
risoner's wife had committed the theft. Why, ther, had she not 
n indicted? Because, in law, if а husband and wife committed 
an offence in company, the wife was presumed to act in obedience 
to her husband, and he alone wes held to be guilty. The question 
for the jury was—did the husband instigate the wife, or was he 
cognizant of heractions? М во, he was guilty. The jury imme- 
distely returned а verdict of “ Gailty,” and the chairm: tenced 
the prisoner to nine months’ imprisonment.

AN OPERATIC RIOT. 
A LETTER from Madrid contains the following :—" Theatricals in 
Madrid have for some time past been at а low ebb. Whether it is 
from want of skill in the managements, er want of ability in the 


actors, or want of encouragement on the pert of the pubiic, І до 


not profess to decide, bat the fact is that the better clase of thestres 
have not paid. Some years ago the Royal Opera was in this posi- 
tion, and many people thought it wouid have to close. This would 
have been sad for the fashionable &ccioty of Madrid, with whom 
the Opera is almost the only amusement. The French came to the 


rescue. The Opera House was taken by M. Bagier, the manager of 
the Ogera in Paris, who has kept the Madrid Opera open вррагециу 


without much expense, by alternating the crtistes between Paris 


and Madrid. Now, you should understand that, although French 
fashions, 'rench dishes, and French manners аге above all things 
copied in this city, French men and women are detested. The time 


was when it was difficult for a stranger to pass through certain 


quarters of Madrid free from insult, under the idea that, being а 


foreigner, he must be в Frenchman. Next to calling a man a 


Jew, no greater insult cam be offered, in Spain, tuan to call 


him French. Aud there is some excure for thie, The animosity 


dates from the wars of the early period of this coniury, when the 


French carried fire and sword, гарісе, robbery, and wholesale 
murder through the peninsula ; and whea ‘the 224 of May’ (1808) 
saw the Prado of Madrid stream with the blood of Spanish patriots, 
massacred by the Mamelukes under Murat Their memories are 
consecrated here by an annual celebration, during which the French 
think it convenient to leave this city and visit the country. Бо 
long аз Monsieur Bagier's operatic speculation іа Madrid was un- 
successful (which it was supposed tu be for a considerable period), 
во long the Spanish publio were quite content to let him go on 
losing his money. The season, however, waa believed to be а 
very successfal one; and at the commencement of the operatic 
season of this year not а box or a etall in the Opera House was to 
be obtained. This was more than Spanish nationality could stand ; 
and the consequence was that when the Opera House opened three 
weeks ago, the entire audience was disposed to be extremely critical. 
Certainly the management gave occssion for critioiam. The operas 
produced were stale; the performers, with, perhaps, one or two 
exceptions, mediocre ; the cheruses tame and spiritless; the scenery 
УШапоц у painted, and often inappropriate; and the costumes 
redolent of Rag-fair. The orchestra alone was unexceptionable; 
for even the house, handsome as it is, was complained of as being 
less brilliantly lighted than usual. ‘The consequence was consider- 
able dissatisfaction. Тһе prima donna, Mademoiselle Репоо, who 
is by no means without ability, was hissed in ‘Norma,’ and when 
the manager tried the ‘ Traviata' for a change, the audience found 
the chorus so miserable that they took to performing the choruses 
themselves, to the accompaniment of sivilations, whistles, and all 
sorts of instruments. In faot, almost every night since the theatre 
opened there has been some demonstration of a disagreeable charac- 
ter. On Monday last, the ‘Compagnie de Credit General de Espana’ 
suspended payment. This Freuch company had guaranteed 
the manager of the Opera House, who is compelled bere to make в 
deposit of certain securities for the payment of the rent of the 
theatre, which is а royel property. Upon the failure of the ‘Credis 
General’ becoming known, the Government called on the agente of 
M. Bagier to deposit fresh securities. It was thought that he would 
find great difficulty in doing во; and excessive was the joy amongeé 
the dissentients at the idea that the reign of the Fresch 

ment was closed. The theatre was shut for three nighte; but, om 
Wednesday, through the agency, it is reported, of the French am- 
bassedor, M. Bagier gave the security required; and last night the 
opera re-opened This was by no means satisfactory to the Spanish 
party. The performance wes '‘ Lucretia Borgia,’ in which a new 
tenor was announced to appear. So dull and stale в selection from 
the repertory of the theatre was not likely to ocnciliate, and from 
the time the house opened there were symptoms of & atorm. The 
curtain had scarcely risen when there were shouts for the manager, 
who, of course, did not appear. Then there were shouts 
for ‘ Faust,’ which had been promised from time to time, ouly to 
be indefinitely postponed. About the middle of the second act the 
audience grew wild with passion, and things began to look ex- 
tremely serious.

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ТНЕЦОНІКОНА ‘ISLANDS,, PERU. 


Tue Chincha Islands are again а subject of dispute between Peru 
and Spain. The Government of the latter is urged to retain pos- 
session of them; while, on the part of the former, the satisfaction 

uired by Spain is not looked upon with а very gracious eye. 

he Ohincha Islands, of which we give an engraving above, are 
celebrated for their immense deposits of guano. The term “ о” 
is from the Indian word kumna, which describes its nature. It was 
used as a manure long before Рега was discovered by the 
Spaniards. The Incas took unusual precautions for securing the 
benefits of this important article, and no one was allowed to set foot 
on the ielends during the season when the birds breed, under 
pain of death. The guano covers islands and cliffs, and in some 
spots lies in such enormons beds as could only be produced by the 
accumulation of thousands of years. Бо great is the shipment of 
guano from these islands, that the value of the deposits is estimated 
st twelve hundred end fifty millions of pounds sterling ! 
4 In 1847 a curious stone, a facsimile of which we give, was dis- 
covered on the North Ohincs Island, under eighteen feet of guano. 
Now, suppose the stone to have been there 200 years, this would 
give в deposit of guano by the birds of one inch per year. This 
stone, with its quaint armorial bearings, may have been brought 
from Old Spain. In the first compartment are the letters D O M, 
а chureh or house, anda bell. In the second are letters that may 
stand for Pearo, the figure of а pelican (of which there are myriade 
about here), and the lettere A DN.

The only word to be made oat here is 
QUEMA, which in Spanish means burns. In the fourth division 
three islands are depicted, intended for the three Chincas, and the 
undulating lines sre meant to represent the sea. The word SI, or 
“yes,” is fa the corner. Тһе stone may have been intended for in- 
sertion over the doorway of а building belonging to some former 
owner of the island. 

The work of excavating the guano is done chiefly by Chinese, 
and at times there are between two and three hundred ships loading 
there at one time. So great is the exportation of this manure that 
it was supposed the whole would be cleared in a few years, but в 
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thorough examination and oalouletion based upon its estimate 
that it will take nearly two hundred years to clear the deposits.

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GREAT STORM. — LOSS OF LIFE AND DESTRUOTION 
OF PROPERTY. 
Tue storm which, during the latter days of last week, blew with 
such terrific violence along the shores of the north of Sootland, 
visited Edinburgh and its neighbourhood on Saturday afternoon, 
and canted great destructton of property of every description. 
During the whole of Saturday heavy rain fell without intermis- 
sion, accompanied by violent gusts of wiad. Towards evening the 
wind freshened into a gale, and the rain swept over the city in 
torrents. Many of the streets were flooded in consequence of the 
gratiogs of the sewers becoming choked with rubbish, and consi- 
erable damage was in some instances caused by the water flowing 
into the cellars and underground placee where property was stored. 
Between six and seven o'clock the gale increased to в hurricane, 
which raged with the greatest violence and with disastrous results 
till an advanced hour yesterday morning. Excepting those whom 
necessity compelled to stir abroad, few people ventured into the 
streets бп Saturday evening during the time the storm was at 
its height ‘The thoroughfares were nesrly deserted, exoept 
by cabs and omnibuses; avd those persons whom business com- 
pelled to turn out made their way along the streets at great bazard 
and risk of injury.

perature fell rapidly, and the wind began to blow from the east- 
ward with great violence. The storm continued to rege tbrough- 
out the whole of Saturday with & fury seldom experienced even on 


roaring from bank to brae, and bearing down trees, brash wood and 
agricultural produce from the uplands in great quantities. At West 
Parns, the Biel water threatened to inundate the lower portion of 
the village, and a number of the bouges were overflowed. The 
garden surrounding the farm-house was completely under the 
water, which flowed right through it, and rushed down the streets 
in a threatening siream.

Sands. Lieutensut Hamilton and the whole force were speedily 
on tbe way to the scene of disaster, but thoy had only got about 
half- ғау when they were informed that their services would not be 
required, the crew having got safely landed in their own boat. The 
stranded vessel wag bound from Arbroath to London. Во severe 
was the weather that the Sacrament, which should have been dis- 
pensed in the Established Church yesterday, was postponed for & 
fcrtnight.”

EXTRAORDINARY PROCEEDINGS IN A 
NUNNERY. 


Tne Corriere delle Marche of Ancona has an sc- 
count of some extraordinary proozedings which 
have just occurred in the convent of Augustinian 
nuns at Loretto. In the nun referred to, 
sixteen nuns—twelve French and four Italian— 
conduct an educational establishment. Amongst 
their pupils was lately a girl fourteen years of age, 
the daughter ef ore of the most respectable in- 
habitants of Loretto, in tbe opinion, at least, of his 
fellow-citizens, but, in the jndgment of the nuns, 
the worst of heretics or infidels, becanse well 
known to be attached to the Government of King 
Victor Emmanuel Ніз daughter had teft the 
convent in the April of the present year. Soarcely 
bad she done во when & rumour sprang up that a 
girl, three years older, and one of ber fellow- 
boarders, still remaining in the convent, had 
become bewitched. From а regard to the feel- 
ings of the respective families, which are well 
known іп the neighbourhood of Loretto and 
Ancona, the Corriere delle Marche, published in 
the latter city, gives only the initials of the 
names, and we are told that Miss A. С had 
thus been charged with having, through means 
procured by a direct pact with the arch-enemy of 
mankind, ғо bewitched Miss G. M., that needles 
and pins, by mysterious and inexplicable pro- 
cesses, penetrated into all parts of her body, 
whence, amidst great suffering, they emerged іп 
violent fits of vomiting The Corriere delle 
Marche continues: “ Оп the afternoon of the 14th, 
about four p.m., the young girl, A. G., repaired, 
in obedience to an invitation of the lady superior, 
to the convent, being accompanied by two of her 
relations. She was taken e into the parlour, 
of which the door was locked behind her, and 
there confronted with the chsplain and the phy- 
sician, and, at the grating, the lady superior her- 
self, who began by declering that G. M. was in 
risk of losing ber life in consequence of the charms 
pe upon ber by A. G, and therefore that, 

or the purpose of saving her, the latter must con- 
fess the manner of the incantation, and the agree- 


ment which she had entered into with the demon. 
It is impossible to deseribe the astonishment of 
the young girl at these demands. She addressed 
herself to the physician and to the chaplain to 
get some explanation of the matter; but they, 
being evidently accomplices in the disgraceful 
intrigue, echoed the words of the sister, attesting 
the fact of the sorcery, and insisting that the 
girl should break the charm by giving up the 
bond entered into between ber and the Evil One. 
Then began а long and painful scene of denials on 
the one side and fierce demands on the other, and 
the struggle assumed such a cheracter as has 
never been witnessed within the walla of the In- 
quisition, when the priest set to work sprinkling 
the girl with holy water, making her swallow 
draughts of the same, twisting his stole round her 
neck, and making signs of the cross on her mouth 
and forehead, repeating in a loud voice the priestly 
exorcisms. ‘This diegracefal scene acquired an 
immoral and disgusting character when, by order 
of the sister, and in spite of the resistance offered 
by the girl, the physician and chaplain stripped 
her to her chemise, putting their filthy hands iuto 
her armpite, under the pretence of seeking the 
with the devil. The moral pressure, the con- 
usion, and the shame of these proceedings, osused 
the poor girl to faint away. On returning to her 
senses the scoundrels again returned to Ше at- 
tack, this time threatening her with more serious 
consequences, even with death, and the lady 
superior at the ваше time showed her а little box 
fall of needles and ping, which she said had iesued 
from the body cf G. М, as well аза note said to 
be found under the said С. M.'s dress, where, 
together with indecent expreseions, were written 
the words, ' Death tothe Pope!’ Daring this scene 
of horror in the convent parlour the girl's mother 
was subjected in another room to the demands of 
avother gister for the purpose of getting her to 
make |һег daughter confess the agreement with 
the devil. But this second scene—less diegracefal, 
but still sufficiently painful—ended in the mo- 
ther insisting on having her deughter restored to 
her, and at last, on being taken into the parlonr, 
she succeded in bringing her back, distracted. sob- 
bing, and in hysterics, to her own home. When 
these facts became generally known, two days a(ter- 
maraa; by. the inhabitants of Loretto, tho popular 
indignation was so general that, on the evening 
of the me ult., е шо оон грне the nun- 
nery, with the firm intention of proceeding to 
acta of violence against the nuns; bat the syndic 
of Loretto hastened to the t, and bis authori- 
tative words calmed down the lar ехөзрега- 
tion, and on the following day the Procurator of 
the King and the Judge of Instruction repaired to 
the spot, where, having verified the fact that the 
young girl, A. G., had been forcibly detained and 
threatened with death, they Jesued warrants for 
the arrest of the physician and of the chaplain. 
Meanwhile, it bas bean farther ascertalned that 
the other girl, G. M, is in the enjoyment of 
excellent health, end hes been sent away 
from the convent, and no doubt whatever 
ie entertained that the whole thing was 
planned with the view of working on the minds 
of the credulous and of the ignorant, and of prov- 
ing—(this is evident from the words Death to 
the Pope!’ being written on the back of the note) 
—that the enemies of the temporal power are the 
friends of the devil, and that the present italian 
revolution is а demoniacal agency. Meanwhile 
the physician and the chaplain have both been 
lodged in prison, whither, it ін to be hoped, they 
will shortly be followed by the lady superior of 
the convent.”
